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ELECTION COMMISSION OF INDIA 

NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi , the 14th January 1070 

S-O. 228—Whereas the Government of Maharashtra have intimated certain 
alterations in the names and boundaries of the territorial divisions comprised 
within certain constituencies mentioned in Part B in Schedule X to the Delimi¬ 
tation of Parliamentary and Assembly Constituencies Order, 1906 and specified 
below; 

And whereas the Election Commission considers it necessary to make amend¬ 
ments in the description of the constituencies so as to bring the Order up-to-date; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (b) of sub¬ 
section (1) of section 9 of the Representation of the People Act, 1950, the Election 
Commission hereby makes the amendments in the said Order as follows :*— 

1, In Part B—Assembly Constituencies— 

(1) in 123-Nagpur North (SC), in the description of the extent of consti¬ 
tuency, for the existing entry substitute the entry,— 

“The wards and areas of wards of the Nagpur Municipal Corporation speci¬ 
fied be^w: — 

(a) wards 41 to 43, 45 and 47 to 59; (b) the areas of— 

(i) ward 40, lying to the west of Mang Nallah from its crossing with 
northern fencing of South-Eastern Railway (Ittyari Line) up to the 
bridge of Sewar line; and 
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(li) south-eastern portion of ward 60, bounded by Sadar Kamptee RdSd, 
Naya Basti Road, Cemetary Road and Central Railway Line (Itarsi 
Line); and 

(c) the areas of— 

(I) ward 63 (excluding the area, lying to the west of St, John High 
School Road, from Its Junction with Gaddigudam Road, to its junc¬ 
tion with Dadabhai Nawrojl Road and West of fencing of Central 
Railway Line from its junction with Dadabhai Nawroji Road to its 
junction with Sadar Kamptee Road), and 

(ii) ward 04 (excluding the area lying to the west of St. John High 
School Road, from its junction with Khalasi Line Basti Road, to its 
junction with Gaddigudam Road).” 

(2) in 124-Nagpur East, in the description of the extent of constituency for 
the existing entry substitute the entry,— 

“The wards and areas of wards of the Nagpur Municipal Corporation speci¬ 
fied below: — 

(a) wards 17 to 28, 30 to 40 and 44; 

(b) the area of Sakardara village included in ward 14, lying to the south 

east of the boundary of Sakardara village from its junction with 
Manewada Road and the last Road that starts from Qr. No. 157/116 
of Raje Raghuji Nagar Housing colony No, 2 (New Somwaripeth), 
to its junction with Raje Raghuji Bhonsle Road near Sakardara 
Chowk. 

(c) the area of ward 40 [excluding the area lying to the west of Mang 

Nallah from its crossing with northern fencing of South-Eastern 
Railway (Itwari line) up to the bridge of Sewer Line]”* 

(%) in 125-Nagpur Central, in the description of the extent of constituency, 
for the existing entry substitute the entry,— 

“The wards and areas of wards of the Nagpur Municipal Corporation 
specified below: — 

(a) wards 0 to 13, 15, 16 and 29 to 35. 

(b) the areas of— 

(i) ward 5, lying to the south-east of Chunabhatti Road (Dr. Munje 

Road) from its junction with Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru Road to its 
junction with Humpyard Railway over Bridge, and 

(ii) ward 75, lying to the east of Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru Road from its 

junction with Corporation boundary Line, to its junction with 
Ambazari Project Railway siding; and

(i) the area of ward 30, namely, Survey Nos, 1 to 9, 126 to 137, 145 and 

146 of Katraj village, 

(ii) the area of ward 65* namely Survey Nos, 7, 9, 10 to 15, 28 to 50 of 

Kondhvekhurd and Survey Nos* 76, 87 to 105 and 312 of Hadapsar 
village, and 

(iii) the area of word 66, namely, Survey Nos, 7, 8, 10, 11, 20 to 34, 77 to

(0) in 230-Haveli, in the description of the extent of constituency, for the 
existing entry substitute the entry,— 

“Haveli taluka (excluding Dehu Road Cantonment area and Khadakwasla 
Urali Devachi-Khedshivapur e.d* and Poona Municipal Corporation) 
and the ward and areas of wards of Poona Municipal Corporation 
specified below: — 

(a) ward 13; 

Xb) the areas of— 

(i) ward 10, namely, Survey Nos. 8 to 13, 141 147 and 154 of Pashan 

village, 

(ii) ward 73, namely, Survey Nos. 110 to 115 and 125 of Kalas village, and 

(iii) ward 12, the area lying to the North of Mula river; and 

(c) the area of ward 70 (excluding Survey Nos. 198, 190 and 204 to 207 
of Lohogaon village)”.

In the Note at the end of Part B, of the Schedule, after the figure “I960", 
add the words, figures and brackets” (except that any reference therein to a ward 
comprised in Nagpur and Poona Municipal Corporations shall be taken to mean 
the area comprised within that ward on the 31st December, 1009).” 

III. After the Note, for the word "Annexure” substitute the words and figure 
“Annexure 1”,
